He said he considers his 
plan a fair compromise which the 
Arabs may accept once they 
realize they cannot turn the 
clock back to the pre-1967 bord- 
ers. 

Asked whether the proposed 
Arab corridor from Ramallah to 
Jericho would not cut Israel off 
from the new gettlements in the 
Jordan Valley, he answered: “The 
flank of the corridor could easily 
be crushed in case of a sudden 
attack,”

Sapir promises slum-dwellers — 
Families living four-to-a-room 
will get better housing ᾿

TEL AVIV. — All people living in 


slux conditions where the density’ ᾿ 


is at least four persons to a room 
will be evacuated and given better 
housing within the next two years, 
Minister of Finance as Sapi 


Yehoshua Rabinowitz and City Coun- 

cilman Aharon Meltzer who heads 

the municipal Halamish housing com- 

pany, bad a look at sub-standard 

housing and visited slum residents 

who had been moved to better accom- 
modations. 

Mr. Sapir told the quarter’s re- 
sidents thet the Government had de- 
cided on the slum clearance campaign 
recently and the Ministry of Housing 
will be given all the funds necessary 
to carry out the programme. Of the 
Hatikva quarter's 5,000 families, 
some 2,700 are classified as needy 
and most of these live in sub-stand- 
ard conditions. 

Mr. Sapir visited one family of 
nine who now ive in a two-room flat 
and will soon be moved to a four- 
room Halamish apartment, for which 
they will pay 2 low monthly rent.. 
Later, Mr. Sapir visited a Halamish 
housing project for slum evacuees 
and was hosted by a family of nine 
in their new four-room apartment. . 

Mr. Meltzer said that according to 
the city’s five-year slum clearance 
pian, 2,200 Tel Aviv families should 
be re-housed each year. However, the 
clty lacked an adequate budget and 
could only evacuate about 1,200 fam- 
ilies each year. The needy family is 
not always moved to a new housing 
estate, he pointed out. Sometimes 
Halamish and renovates the 
family’s old home, sometimes second- 
hand apartments are purchased and 
renovated. Many slum families also 
prefer Halamish loans to help them 
find alternative housing. 


RENOVATIONS 

In a recent survey of the Hatikva 
quarter, clty experts recommended 
renovation for 400 buildings, housing 
675 familles. Over half the homes in 
the quarter are owned by the people 
living in them, and this makes clear- 
ing the slum particularly difficult as 
many families, according to Mayor 
Rabinowitz, feel they are doing the 
city afavour by moving out and 
“often refuse to move unless paid ex- 
orbitant prices for their real estate. 
Under the existing legal 
they cannot be forced to move.” 

Meanwhile, 14 WHatikva quarter 
couples — all members of the Black 
Panther group — decided not to wait 
and took matters into their own 
hands. At dawn yesterday, they took 
over 14 empty Bat Yam apartments 
put up by the Ministry of Housing. 
They moved in with their belongings 
and squatted there. Police were try- 
ing to reason with them, but by 
night's fall had not managed to move 
_ them.

GAZA. — Israel is going to spend 
30 per cent more in i the 
Gaza Strip in 1973/74 than it did 
last year.

“How many more sessions of the 
Security Council are necessary to 
remind the world," he asked, “that 
in fts entire history this organ has 
not adopted a single resolution con- 
demning the murder of Israel! citi- 
zens?” 

Speaking in the debate on Leba- 
non’s complaint of Isracii ageres- 
sion, he said that time and again 
such resolutions had been voted 
down or vetoed. ᾿ 

“Have we forgotten,” he said, 
“how io 1967, when Egypt chased 
the UN, Emergency Force out of 


Sinal and Gaza, sent troops to the 
border, imposed a blockade on the 
Straits of Tiran and began shelling 
Israeli villages, that the Council 
found itself in a mire of polemics, 
incapable of taking any ection? 
“What is the action against the 
barbaric campaign of terrorism 
being proposed to us here? Nothing. 
Nothing at all, Since the Fatah and 
Black September terrorism began, 80 
Arab terrorists were caught in West- 
ern countries, some of them in

tives took the floor today. 

“Now is this the way to combat 
terrorism? Is this the example set 
for Israel and other countries?

Libya alert after Gaddafi 
‘cultural revolution’ plan 


BEIRUT (AP). — Libyan leader 
CoL Muammar Gaddafi was reported 
yesterday to have placed his army 
and militia on alert following hig 
declaration of 8, “cultural revolution” 
against capitalist and Communist 
ideologies. 

In a report from Tripoli, the Lib- 
yen capital, the Beirut magazine 
“Usba el Arabia" (Arab Week) said, 
“A visitor will immediately feel that 
Libyans are belng prepared psycho- 
logically for a war against Israel. 
The man in the street is so anxious 
to avenge the shooting down of a 
Libyan airliner by Israel over occu-, 
pied Sinat on Pebruary 21 that he 
does not question the alert or other 
emergency preparations.” 

However, Arab political analysts 
belleve Gaddafi's moves probably are 
Telated to internal polities or de- 
signed to cope with an Israeli re- 
prisal should his planes succeed in 
downing an Israeli airliner. 

(Libyan Mirages fired at an Amer- 
jean military plane near Malta last 
month. Later they bombed and da- 
maged a Sicilian fishing boat in in- 
ternational waters.) 

In a speech on™ Sunday. Gaddafi 
announced a five-point plan for “re- 
volutionizing” the country, which 
included distribution of arms to the 
masses. He said he would resign if 


his plans were not carried out. The 
next day, when érowds took to the 
streets to demonstrate support for 
his programme, Gaddafi called for a 
cultural revolution based on Islamic 
thought.

FRANKFURT (Reuter). — Police 
said yesterday there was no affilia- 
tion between four armed Jordanians 
arrested here last month and the 
Black September terrorist group.

WOUNDED KNEE, South Dakota, — 
Indiang holding this village launched 
an attack on Tuesday on three gov- 
ernment bunkers surrounding them 
and one indian was reported serious- 
ly injured. The attack came after 
light planes parachuted supplies to 
the entrenched Indians. 

A spokesman for the U.S, Depart- 
ment of the Interior, Charles Codfeux, 
said that after the airdrop, heavy 
firing broke out and about 3,000 
rounds were exchanged between the 
Indians and federal officers manning 
the bunkers. 

There were also reports of firing 
inside the village, which has been 
occupied by an estimated 150 militant 
Indians led by the American Indian 
Movement (A.LM.). 

The wounded Indian was flown to 
hospital. He was listed in very critical 
condition after undergoing brain sur- 
gery. A supervisor at the hospital 
said the man had suffered a gunshot 
‘wound in the head. 

A govérnment spokesman said at 
least one other Indian had beer 
wounded during the exchange and no 
federal lawman had been hit. Sources 
on the Pine Ridge reservations said 
four other militants were wounded 
but the five had been treated in the 
village. 

The shooting was the first verified 
violation of a three-week-old cease- 
fire.

Addressing’ the opening session of 
the’ second national conference on 
Industrial Metallurgy at the Tech- 
nion, Mr. Bar-Lev said the metal 
industry had made “impressive pro- 
Breas” since the Six Day War (reach- 
ing an annual turnover of IL.2,000m.), 
but this had been aimed majnly 
.at meeting the country’s defence 
needs, The Ministry's plans called for 
@ very rapid further expansion of the 
metal industry, doubling its output 
every four or five years, twice the 
expansion rate planned for industry 
in general. But Jerael’s defence needs 
had been “more or less satisfied,” 
and defence orders would be smaller 
in. the next years, so the metal and 
electronics industry, which had en- 
foyed an assured market from the 
defence establishment, would have to 
find alternatives, These could ‘come 
from developing new products for 
the home civilian market, Mr. Bar- 
Lev said, but he believed the only 
answer was greatly increased ex- 


To sell abroad, much more money 
‘would have to be invested in research 


yy and development, he said. Research 


and development had already put the 
industry into the front ranks of in- 


. ternational metal producers in certain 
needs military products and in some civilian 


ones too. 


To meet the export challenge, Mr. 
Bar-Lev thought a much greater in- 
terchange of ideas and know-how 
between the various plants and the 
institutions of higher learning was 
needed. The defence industry was al- 
ready sharing some of its know-how 
with civilian production planta, He 
had no doubt that “our Jewish brain” 
and the assistance that scientists 
abroad were ready to give, “can see 
us through.” = 

‘Technion President Alexander Gold- 
berg called on the Government to 
impose a levy of one quarter of a per 
cent of turnover on the metal in- 
dustry, with the proceeds to be de- 
voted to research. For “a very little, 
great results may be expected,” he 
said. A centre for electronic micro- 
scopes, was urgently needed, he said, 
proposing its establishment at the 
‘Technion. Mr. Bar-Lev seid he per- 
sonally agreed to the levy idea, but 
the industry must acquiesce too. 

At the two day conference, scien- 
tists and engineers from the univer- 
sities and industry will discuss var- 
ious aspects of metallurgy and also 
hear guest lectures from visiting for- 
eign experts. The convention was or- 
ganized by the Metallurgy Society 
and the Technion. :

In 1970/71 industrial expenditure 
on’ R'& D amounted to 1160.5m., 
and accounted for 0.6 per cent of 
industry’s total turnover. Over 60 
per cent of its iture was for 
‘wages, while most of the rest went 
for materials, energy, and acquisi- 
tion of equipment. 

In Mareh 1971, R & D pro- 
grammes were carried out by 305 
industrial firms, and the staff em- 
ployed in these programmes includ- 
ed 987 academic researchers aud 
893 engineers and technicians. Two- 
thirds of the staff was employed in 
enterprises producing chemicals (in- 


cluding oil), electric “and electronic 
equipment, and vehicles. Almost 90 
per cent of R & D spending was in- 


curred in firms employing 100 and h 


More workers, which incidentally al- 
located close to one per cent of 
their revenue on it, more than 
double the figure for smaller con- 
cerns. ξ 


Nevertheleas, the survey does not 
Bive a conclusive answer, to the 
question whether industry's policies 
have undergone a basic change. AS 
far as comparative data are avail- 
able for previous years, they seem 
to show that spending for R & D 
has not increased, perhaps even de- 
creased in relation to industry's ag- 
gregate revenue since the slowdown. 
Between 1969 and 1970 the number 
of engineers and techniclans em- 
ployed in Ἐ' & Ὁ programmes in- 
creased substantially, but the num- 
ber of academic researchers declin- 
ed, probably reflecting the shift of 
emphasis from research proper to 
practical application.

Ha'aretz (non-party), commenting 
on the detention of the publisher 
and the editor of the Jerusalem 
weekly “Al-Fajr,"” writes: “The de- 
tention of the two was a bad mis- 
take, since their formal obligation 
with regard to censorship could 
have been brought to their notice 
even without jailing them, whereas 
their detention tends credibility to 
their story of ostensible Jordanian 
intelligence assistance in preparing 
the Belrut operation. Furthermore, 
surely Israel’s security will not be 
jeopardized by over-active employ- 
ment of the oriental imagination. 
Moreover, no-one will believe that 
non-submission of the item for cen- 
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sorship was the real reason for the 
detention, and the detainees them- 
selves will conclude that they are 
being punished for thelr views 
rather than for the We they pub- 
lUshed. Hopefully, Israel will continue 
to follow the principle that talking 
is permitted and only action for- 
bidden, since damming this safety 
valve will merely lead to an ex- 
ploston.” 

Hatzofe (National Religious) 
writes: "The debate at the U.N. is 
further proof of the bankruptcy of 
this organization, since instead of 
denouncing Arab aggression, Israel 
is denounced for having dared to 
defend herself. Contrary to the alle- 
gation of the West European dele- 
gates, it is not the action by the 
Israel Defence Forces but rather 
terrorist activity which leads to 
anarchy throughout the world. By 
ita action in Lebanon, the LD.F. was 
alming to prevent anarchy.” 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam), respond- 
ing to the demand voiced by the U.S.

The army, un- 
fortunately, is a necessity in our 
lives and we certainly don't wish 
to deny its value and importance 
in the defence of our country. But 
if the army becomes our highest 
value, the central focus of our edu- 
cation and national celebrations, 
then what have we accomplished? 
Was this the dream of the Jewish 
People for 2,000 years? 


If it is too late for the Govern- 
ment to reverse its unfortunate de- 
cision to hold this parade, then at 
least, we call upon all our Aaverim, 
all residents of Israel who are com- 
mitted to the values of Judaism and 
Zionism, not to participate and, in- 
stead, to try to find a more fitting 
and meaningful way to mark this 
Breat day.
